The proposal to raise (ho stand- 
ard al Gallaudet Qollege should be 
hailed as an onward step in the 
prom-ess of education for the deaf. 

It would increase the efitoienoy of 

the college course, and raise the 
standard at. the various schools of 
the country. 

For several reasons, there will be 
objections, in some quarters, to the 
proposed change. Hut there does 
not seem to bo serious foundation 
for such, and must eventually lie 
OVerOome. To got at the erux of 
the matter, patting all petty objec- 
tions aside, it. isapptuent thai the 
usefulness of the college is at. stake. 
When Gallaudel ceases to attract 
youag men, there will no longer be 
reason for its existence. Unless it 
keeps step with the progress of 
education in all essential branches, 
it must surely cease to attract 
I hem. In my own experience, 1 
have met yottttg men, just out of 
school, or still students, many cap- 
able of taking the course at. Gallau- 
det, who have given up any idea of 
going to Washington" for the reason 
thai they can see no advantage to 
be gained by it. 

This is not advocating the chamr- 
ing of Gallaudet into a trade or 
technical school. What seems 
necessary is that Gallaudet retain 
iis academic standing, and at the 
same lime p'ovide for more exten- 
sive specialization for those si u - 
dents who, after a certain static in 
iheir academic career is reached, 
desire to branch off and follow some 
specinl line of work to a degree, 
thus in part tillinu themselves to 
take uj) their work in the world, 
not wholly ignorant of its demon 

taiy loipiiieinents. To pi 
more time lor this, some of the ear- 
lier St U 
could 1 I to the schools. If 

I am not mistaken, lib* is one rea- 
son for the proposed ohanire. 

Among others, Dr .1. 1. Smith 
raises sevoial objections to the 
change. One of these is I ho fact 
that Gallaudet students ure, in the 

majority, semi-motes, and that 

raising of the standard would tend 
io debar many of the congenital 
and turn the college into a 
purely semi-mule institution of 
learning. I do not think this, in 
itself, presents any argument 
aoainsl the change. 1 am convinc- 
ed that every one of the congenital 
deaf, and harder working students 
through force of necessity, with 
whom I was associated during my 
own college days, and who com- 
pleted the course, could have com- 
pleted il had il been higher than it 
now is. 

It is not so much a matter* of 
dilliculiy as it is a question of time. 
The Introductory year is wholly 
taken up with elementary studies, 
also the Freshman year in less 
degree* and the Sophomore year in 

some tow Instances 

There is no good reason why so 
much time should la* given in the 
colleges course to studios of such a 
nature that they oan easily be made 
supplementary to the regular [ire 
parative studies at Ihc schools. 

For an example or two of the 
present standard at Gallaudet in 
some paitioular linos : Elementary 
Physiology and HyitfouH Is taught 
in the Freshman year. This study 
should bo taught in the schools at 
least dudng Ihc last two years of 
the Course It has always been a 
matter of wonder to mo that so lew 
of the schools bcieloloro have had 
this study in their course, when ils 
importance to the pupil is consider- 
ed Well i remember how, not so 
very long age, a certain Freshman, 

illandol. spent an hour h unt- 
il the Alimentary Canal on a 

map of the District of Columbia 
That he was ignorant of ils proper 
location, was not the fault of the 
Colic 

And again, English History be- 
longs in the schoo loos Gen- 
eral History, and Elementary 
Physics. In most schools, iliese 
studios are now taught, but are 

practically repeated in the College 

These are a few of the studios 
which would doubtless he shifted, 
were the college faculty to decide 
on raising the standard. 

to its being impossible for 

some schools to meet the advanced 

requirements for entrance to Ool- 

ihat difficulty would eventual- 



ly be surmounted. Forty yeais 
ago, or thirty, or even twenty-five, 
there wore not many schools able 
property to equip their pupils for 
admissison to 'he " Duck" classes 
illaudet. It would not take 
the schools long to adjust them- 
selves to the now order of things. 

In schools where a few otal and 
a few manual pupils wish lo 
prepare for College under the new 
requirements, it would be easy 
enough to combine them into one 
high class, the year or so of this 
combination having no more ill 
effect upon the oral " accomplish- 
ments" ol the pupils than would 
the five-year course at Gallaudet, 
where there is no such thing as a 
pure oral class in any department 
of study, nor is there ever likely to 
bo one. Daily practice in articula- 
tion under special instructors offsets 
the lack of it in the regular classes 

Another bugaboo which Dr. 
Smith raises, is that many after a 
preliminary taste of the " Hierian 
Spring" at the Schools, would con- 
clude they had enough knowledge 
lo " hit the pike" in lirst class shop, 
and hone* forego the step on lo 
Washington. Such exaggerated 
ego is common, but those who are 
worthy and capable of appreciating 
the benefits of a college training 
will stick to it until the end is at- 
tained Those are the only kind of 
students we desire at Gallaudet 
College The survival of the lit tost 
is I ho only argument that can be 
maintained in this question. 

It. seems that the college has ad- 
vanced to that stage in its career 
where it is advisable for some 
changes to bo made in ils curricu- 
lum, that it may bo bioadened and 
made more beneficial and efficient 
in results If the changes are not 
made, the college is in danger of 
declining as a center of learning 
Not thai it lias failed 
to produce good men in the past, 
brilliant men, and (jrent men — 
Douglas Tildeu and others to the 
contrary, notwithstanding Hot 
life is changing, new methods of 
work improving, and special pre- 
paration for that work is necessary 
Let Gallaudet students specialize 
more and, before they leave college, 
reach out farther into the actual 
life they will lead; for above all 
others, the deaf man is in most need 
of a broad and practical training 
for the business of life. 

So why uol put aside all minor 
objections lo raising the standard 
illaudet, and strive for the 
higher attainment ?

If there is one thing in the show 
business whlofa can be depended on 
to draw, it is a giant, provided al- 
ways that he be big enouirh. 

Hut giants existed long before 
Ibis profitable business was invent 
ed, and the names of many of them 
have been handed down to pos- 
pertty simply because they were of 
huge proportions, and combined 
with their abnormal development a. 
proportional amount of strength. 
Thus it is probable that had Goliath 
ofGalh, whose height theologians 
place at over ten feet, not been the 
strongest as well as the biggest 
warrior among the Philistines we 
should never have heard of him. 
The same argment applies to Moab, 
king of the Armorites, and Og, 
king of Hashan. Orestes, too, was 
eleven, and a half feet high, ac- 
cording to the Grecian legends, and 
he, together with Ajax the Greater, 
had thev not been gifted with 
strength us opportion to their bulk 
would have been only ordinary 
soldier of the Grecian army before 
Troy. 

When history begins, however — 
that is, when Rome began to reach 
its highest point of eilvilization in 
the time of Augustus and learned 
men began to write abont the times 
they lived in instead of the times 
that had gone by long before they 
were born — we get authentic records 
of giants. In Augustus' time, for 
instance, there were, iccording to 
the authority of Valet ins, two 
uiants in Rome who were over ton 
feet high. Their name wereldusis, 
and Secundilla, and they were 
keepers of the nates of the gardens 
of Sallust. 

Then again we have record in 
Pliny of one Polydamus, the son of 
Nica.who was over nine feet high, 
and whoso strength rivaled that of 
Hercules himself l'oldamus tisott, 
in fact, to boast his superiority to 
that Roman deity, and perform his 
special tricks. For example, he 
once slew a lion with a blow of his 
fist, and scattered its brains about 
the arena Ho could with his hand 
stop the swiftest chariot dead and 
on one occasion seized a bull by the 
hoof in order to cairy it away, but 
the animal strugged so violently 
that the hoof was left in his hand 
In the end he was killed by the fall- 
ing in of a cave. When hiseompan- 
ions noticed that the roof was fall 
iug they left, but Polydamus was so 
vain about his strength that he 
could not be killed. So he stayed 
and was finally cruehed to death. 

The Emperor Vitellius sent to 
DeriuS by way of a present a Jew 
named Kleaeer, who was seven 
cubits high— that is, reckoning the 
cubits at eighteen inches ten feet 
six inches — and a giant who is men- 
tioned by the historian Tacltu 
over nine feet. His name was Cur- 
bulo and he lived in Nero's time 
and was a more than uaually skill- 
full general and soldier, besides 
being as enormously strong man. 
An account of ancient giants would 
be inoomplete without mentioning 
Maximinus, the imperial gianl of 
the third century. The most e\ 
tradordinary stories are told of this 
emperor of Rome. His height was 
eight feet ten inches, he could draw 
unaided a loaded wagon which six 
oxen could not move, while his ap- 
petite was so great that his usual 
rations foi the day consisted of 
forty pounds of meat and a whole 
amphora of wine, besides bread and 
dried and fresh fruits 

Mediaeval giants are plentiful, 
but, strange lo say, the records of 
them are not so authentic as those 
of the times of the emperors. Kun- 
nlan, a Scottish giant who flourished 
in 1827, seems to be the most an 
thentic of these, but as he is put 
down as being ovet eleven foot high 
the statement should not bo criticis- 
ed too closely Still more staitling, 
however, is the following, which is 
vouched for by a monastery full of 
monks: In 1500 som> workmen, 
digging near Rouen, came acre- 
cave in which wore some human 
bones and a copper plate, bearing 
the words. Here lie the remains of 
the great and mighty Chevalier 
Ricou ^U< Vallemont "' The skull 
wis large enough to have held 
bushel of wheat and the shin bone 
was over tour foot long. It (the 
iKine) was preserved by the above 
mentioned monks, and it was esti- 
I that the height of the do 
fund knight must have exceed 



eighteen feet. A Stranger though 
somewhat sirailiar legend comes 
from Ireland, but In this case the 
discovers thought that they would, 
to use an expression popular some 
years ago, go " the whole hog or 
none." It happened in 1608. 
Some men were digging in Ireland 
when th»y came across a brick tomb 
which contained a humau skeleton 
no loss than 120 feet long. But 
there is a " raison d'etre" for all 
these legends. According to a Ger- 
man professor, these bones, which 
were supposed by ignorant persons 
to be those human beings, were 
probably those of mastodons or 
some other fossilized remains which 
to the uninititated would loo! 
like those of a man. — London 
Standard. 



The Naddeir War Story. 

The saddest war story that occur- 
red has never been fully told as far 
as I know, said a man who followed 
Lee to the surrender at Appomattox. 
I believe that Mrs. Chestnut in her 
Diary from Dixie made brief men- 
tion of the incident. 

I had forgotten it until I read the 
book. Then it came back to me as 
I heard it from one who was at the 
funeral.

This 
affliction he had novel referred to 
in any of his letters. 

After the surrender he communi- 
cated with his father, saying he 
would reach home on or about a 

nkcD he would arrive. His 
father prepared him. 

Beinvhag that his son would come 
as promised, he arranged a spread 
such as theconditon of his surround- 
ings at the time would permit. He 
had brought on the best plate that 
had been secreted for a long time ; 
with gold which had been exhumed 
he bought such delicacies and sub- 
stantial as the southern markets 
at that time afforded. 

As many of the old-time neigh- 
bors as were in the vicinity were 
invited to the home coming of the 
returninu soldier. The ex-confed- 
erate arrived on the old plantation 
the night before the earliest date 
he had mentioned in his last lett 
It was late and his father and his 
family had retired. The only 
creature on the old place that seem- 
ed to be awake was a dog. As the 
soldier entered the gate of the 
grounds the dog began barking. 

The sound aroused the owner of 
the manor. The country was over- 
run at that time with sttagglers, 
some of whom had not hesitated to 
commit, burglary. 

The father of the returning boy 
atose. Ho stood in the doorway 
with a shot gnu and challenged the 
approaching stranger, as he sop- 
posed. 

The young man being deaf made 

no reply, but continued 011 his way. 

The man in the doorway raised 

his gnu and fired. The stranger 

fell dead. 

The father summoned his family 
and the few remaining servants of 
the plantation. An investigation 
was held and the tragic truth was 
iled. 
The father of course was incon- 
solable. He returned to his house 
while the servants carried the life- 
loss form of his boy to the room 
thai had been awaiting hiscoming. 
The next day the invited guests 
began to arrive. The father had 
given otdors that the tragedy should 
not he mentioned until he himself 
told it. 

1 do not recall what explanation 
was made for the absence of him 
whom they were met to honor. 
Hut after the repast they were told, 
and then they filed past the d. 

The body was wrapped in the flag 
for which the brave young mau had 
fought. The community was oa

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A number of important joint con- 
ferences have been held during the 
month by the New York Milk Com- 
mittee, and the Committee on the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis of the 
Charity Organization Society on the 
suhject of milk and its relation to 
tuherculosls. The committees 

take the attitude that milk from 
tuberculous cows is now proven to 
be the cause of disease in man. 
No opinion is expressed as to the 
frequency with which tuberculosis 
is conveyed through the medium of 
milk, because this point Ihe commit- 
tees betters to he still in doubt. 
They state positively, that human 
tuberculosis in certain observed 
cases has been caused by the milk 
from tuberculous cows. The in 
fen-nee is drawn from these and 
other facts, that whether much or 
little of human tuherculosis is ac- 
quired from Do vine tuberculosis, at 
least it is the only safe and wise 
coarse to eliminate this factor, and 
possibly a very important one in 
the spread of tuberculosis. The 
formal statement prepared by the 
joint committees, is as follow: 

There has been in Ihe past some 
difference of opinion as to the re- 
lation between human and bovine 
tuberculosis and of the danger to 
the public health involved in the 
consumption of the meat and milk 
of tuberculous cattle. It has even 
been asserted by those, and notably 
by Koch m 1901, whose opinions 
are entitled to the greatest weight, 
that there was grave doubt as to the 
ptibilitj of man to bovine 
tuberculosis and that in any case 
such infection was of very rare oc- 
currence. 

As a result of these views numcr 
oils and careful researches have been 
undertaken in this country audi 
abroad, by public eommiateoM ap- 1 
pointed for the purpose and by 
private investigators It is the «le-

Il in proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (Jallaudet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is nituateil on 1 18th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and jb built 
some tweuty-iive feet back from the 
line of the Htreet to permit the erec- 
tion of Hiich a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faeade 
to the church edifice arid be a center 
of religious airJ Hocial life amongst 
the si lent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining nil lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which nil name has always 
been aHHociated. This wan not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested an a 
meet fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Aiiii'h Church in used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, witli a basement, 
and will lie used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The (Jallau- 
det Memorial Pariah Huilding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a eonspieuoim monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themaelvwa 
neaiMiy einiorae ine memorial.
